Arkansas' voters will go to-the polls Tuesday in the first 


•state-wide preferential primary election. Preferential primaries 
have been held for many years in some countries, but this is the 
first one in the state at large. The state had a brief experi- 
ment with a double-primary several years back — but this 
year's preferential primary is a different arrangement.

® Under the original double-primary 


law, since repealed, candidates in nil 
races, regardless of whether there were 
two or more in the race, faced the 
voters in the first cieclion. The re- 
sult was that in the two-man races one 
candidate was nominated in the first 
election; his worries were over; he 
was free to meddle, if he chose, in 
other races in the selection election— 
and the record shows that there was 
indeed some meddling. 


But when your correspondent lived 


in El Dorado, he noted that for many 
years neighboring 
Ouachita county 


(Caniden) had employed a prcfcrentia 
primary in its county election. That is 
races having more than two candidates 
were sent to the polls in the first elec- 
tion, and then the two high men wen 
into the final election. But races hav 
ing only two candidates to begin will 
were not admitted to the first primary; 
Ihcy had to wait for the other two- 
man races in the second primary—thus 
all candidates were kept employed by 
their own political problems until the 
final election. 


It is this preferential primary sys- 


tem you arc voting under for the first 
time Tuesday, August 13. And the 
final primary, with only two can-

hardest work any people ever had," 
says Governor Jones. 


"The first task of the new ad- 


ministration has been to wipe out the 
basis of the dictatorship by repeal- 
ing the laws which made that con- 
dition possible. 


"That .part of the job has been 


done. 


"Beating thestj people was an al- 


most impossible job. They had the 
law on their side. They had unlimited 
means of getting finances. There was 
a shake-down on every single thing. 


"Take one illustration—the print- 


ing of state ballots. That used to cost 
5116,000; we're getting it done for 
560,000, because there isn't any "kick- 
back1 on it now. Or take orders for 
highway materials. In the old days 
44 per cent of the total price was 
paid in commissions to Tarious part- 
ies, which means that of the money 
the state was spending only 56 per 
cent was actually buying the materials. 
"When your opposition has unlimit- 
ed resources of that kind it's hard 
to buck 'erh." 


Knocked Out Props off Dictatorship 
Jones started in ofice, as he says, 


by knocking out the laws on which 
the dictatorship rested. Chief steps 


the Long regime, 


3. Revising the election laws, prov- 


iding (among other things) that all 
polling places must be in public build- 
Ings. Under,the old regime, they had 
a way of putting polling places In 
disreputable shacks in bad neigh- 
borhoods, where decent people could 
easily bo intimidated. One pet stunt, 
for instance, was to surround such 
a place with a dozen or more alley- 
bums on election day and instruct the 
bums to keep up a steady stream of 
foul talk. Few women bothcml "to 
go to the polls under such circumst- 
ances. 


4. Prohibiting the collection of poli- 


tical contributions from state employes. 


5. Freeing grand juries from restrict- 


ions which previously made them mere 
automatons in the hands of a machine- 
controlled judge or prosecutor. 


6. Barring stale office-holders from 


occupying more than one'job nt a 
time, 


Drafted Model Civil Service 


Law 


Getting these laws through is' only 


a start. It will take constitutional 
amendments to establish the balance 
of the reform program. These amend- 
ments come up for a vote Ihis fall 


Civil service reform is prominent 


on this program. Immediately after 
his election, Governor Jones had 
drafted a model law, based on ex- 
tensive study of. the best laws in 
other states. 


"This law is unique in pnc res- 


pect," he says. "The civil service 
commission will be appointed by the 
governor from a list of names recom- 


rriettdeo1 by the heads of five designat- 
ed colleges and universities In the 
state. It will select, oh a strict merit 
basis, 
all hon-pollcy-maklng 
state 


employes. Hie bill was drawn up by 
Charles E. Duribnr, a member of the 
National Civil Service Association for 
many years," 


Also pending Is an extensive gov- 


ernmental reorganization bill, which 
will regroup 168 bureaus, departments 
and agencies into 20. This will not 
only save money and reduce the num- 
ber of employes; as Governor Jones 
says, It will "enable us to know what 
it's all about down hero." 


Huey Long made every one of the 


innumerable bureau heads respons- 
ible to the governor alone, which In 
practice meant that only the gover- 
nor was In a position to know, what 
wns going on. 


"If I spent only one week study- 


ing each one," says Governor Jones, 
"it'd lake me three and a half years 
to finish the job of finding out how 
the government of the state is being 
run.' 


Must Cut Corners on Finances 


Financial reform is one of the ad- 


ministration's biggest problems. 


"We've adopted a new fiscal code 


which, in my opinion, Is the most for- 
ward . step we've yet taken," says 
the governor. ."A new department, the 
department of finance, will control 
all expenditures. Appropriations will 
not be handed out as in the past. 
The' legislature used to vote a depart- 
ment so much nnd let it spend the 
money as it saw fit; now the de- 
partment can spend only so much as 
it can prove to the finance department 
is necessary. At the end of the year, 
nil money unexpended must be turn- 
ed back to ihe treasury. 


"We're going to have to cut the 


corners pretty closely on finances, but 
I don't anticipate any general tax 
increase. We've eliminated the sal- 
es tax and reduced the auto license 
tax to a flat ?3; in Ihe main, we've 
tried to shift the burden from the 
little man to the big man. 


"Our addiional revenue is coming 


from state income taxes in the high- 
er brackets, and from increases in 
the severance tax on oil and the 
processing tax on natural gas. The only 
exception is in the tax on cigars 
and cigarcts; we've put in an in- 
crease there for the benefit of the
